The third annual Eastern Fall Yearling Sales, 
held last month at Timoniiim, marked Mary¬ 
land s biggest stride toward attaining national 
importance as a major sales center. 

Records were broken in both averages and 
attendance. 

There were 100 head sold during the one- 
night session for a total expenditure of 
$302,400. The average was $3,024. 

In 1962, 73 head averaged $2,400 and in 
1961 , 115 yearlings were sold for an average 
of $1,626. 

The fact that the Eastern Fall’s average has 
almost doubled in two years speaks louder than 
any promotional advertisement yet devised. 

The only unfortunate aspect of the sale was 
its scheduling on Yom Kippur, holiest of the 
Jewish holidays, which kept a number of pros¬ 
pective buyers out of action. 

In discussing the sale while it was in prog¬ 
ress, Humphrey S. Finney, president of Fasig- 
Tipton Company, made an interesting obser¬ 
vation: "You know," he said, "in virtually 
every other case except with Thoroughbreds, 
the farmer sells his product when it is at its 
market prime. This holds true with sheep, cat¬ 
tle, hogs, or whatever. But because of some 
idiotic fetishism, breeders hold that they must 
market their young stock in July and August. 

"Actually, this is the time of the year when 
the Thoroughbred yearling is at its market 
prime, not in July and August," concluded 
Finney. 

A number of those at ringside noted how 
well the various offerings were turned out, 
bearing out Finney’s contention.

Hunter’s Rock, was purchased by Gold 
Dot Stable for $8,500. Gold Dot is the partner¬ 
ship of Leonard Shope and William Dempsey, 
of Silver Spring, Md., who recently engaged 
Frank Whiteley Jr. as trainer. Whiteley, who 
saddled Raymond Guest’s Chieftain to win the 
first division of the Cowdin Stakes, advised his 
new owners at ringside. 

The Robert O’Conor who purchased Hip. 
No. 75, a dark bay or brown filly by * River 
War/*Northern Star—Tar Queen is a new¬ 
comer to the Sport of Kings. A resident of 
Timonium, O’Conor is a son of Maryland’s 
late Senator Herbert R. O’Conor, former Gov¬ 
ernor of the Free State. 

O’Conor attended the sales with friends, hav¬ 
ing at the outset no idea of becoming a horse 
owner. Soon thereafter, however, a compulsion 
to "get his feet wet" overwhelmed him. 

There were several notable cases of pin¬ 
hooking in evidence at the sale. Hal C. B. 
Clagett, who bought a half-sister to Maryland 
Derby and Lamplighter Handicap winner 
Raritan Valley as a weanling last year for 
$2,900, resold her at the Eastern Fall sale for 
$8,100. The profit on the filly financed Clagett’s 
trip to Greece this past summer. 

Jim Wiley also came out on the front end 
with a Hasty Road—Tourterelle filly that he 
purchased at Keeneland for $6,200 and resold 
in the Eastern Fall Sales for $11,000 (see cover 
picture). 

Larry MacPhail’s Harford Stud got the top 
price of the evening with a gray colt by 
Abernant out of Sauce Supreme. J. W. Dailey, 
acting as agent, went to $12,000 for this 
imported yearling.

A buffet supper was held in the racetrack 
dining room, and the auction, itself, was con¬ 
ducted under a floodlighted tent set up on the 
parking lot adjacent to the Square Barn. 

The crowd was by far the largest ever to 
attend a horse auction in Maryland, and, as the 
saying g(XfS, ' the money was there”. 


It seemed, as the evening neared its conclu¬ 
sion, that there were too many horses for a one- 
night session. The crowd thinned out steadily 
while the last 20-head were being sold, and the 
quality of the entire production in the late 
stages failed to measure up to the earlier pro¬ 
ceedings.

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E ach year since 1954 the Green Spring 
Hounds Pony Club has had its annual out¬ 
ing, and each year the club manages to top its 
prior performance. The club is a branch of the 
British Pony Club, and is affiliated with the 
Green Spring Hounds Hunt Club. In addition to 
the many activities sponsored by the club, it has a 
very highly rated special summer camp and plays 
host to over 100 young ladies and gentlemen to 
age 21. The camp closed late last month with the 
Annual Pony Club Rally. The rally brought to¬ 
gether members of Maryland and out-of-State 
clubs for a three-day event which began June 27 
and ended June 30. The winner was scheduled 
to go to Lexington, Kentucky, for the National 
finals, August 7 to August 10. 

My heart went out to the judges in the show 
events. Under normal conditions the judges have 
a demanding and complicated job. This show was 
much more of a judging problem because of the 
exceptionally large number of entrants in each 
class. As an example, I cite Class 21, Green 
Hunters Under Saddle. There were 32 entrants 
in this class, and at times the judges were all but 
swallowed up in walking, trotting, and cantering 
horseflesh. Dr. John D. Gadd’s Eastern Shore, 
ably managed by his son Sidney, took 
first place; Linky Smith’s Smoke Signal was sec¬ 
ond, and Stuart S. Janney Jr.’s Hakluyt was third. 
In a class this size, I would think the owners 
should be more than proud of their prize-win¬ 
ning accomplishments. 

Anyone with a love of horses wcxild have had 
a field day at the show. The show area abounded 
in horses and ponies of all shapes, sizes, and 
colors.

president of Hamilton College, Clinton, N. Y., 
young Stryker matriculated at Hamilton and, 
remembering the Maine, entered the Army as 
a private. 

An early interest in the horse was fostered at 
a duty station in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. 

'The Black Hills range was open, and you 
could turn your mount s head loose, kick him, 
and gallop a hundred miles in any direction,” 
he reminisced recently. His bright, clear eyes 
danced at the recollection, as his mind raced 
once again over the open prairie. 

"We had good horses then,” he said, tamping 
his briar, "but by my next tour of duty some 
fast-talking fellows had sold scrub stallions 
to the homesteaders and the availability of de¬ 
cent mounts had diminished considerably.” 

In the Philippines, Stryker was put in charge 
of one of the early machine gun units. Because 
the equipment was new and its field stripping 
required radical revisions in established pack 
train procedures, he wrote a drill book on the 
subject. It attracted the official attention of 
General Leonard Wood, earlier one of Colonel 
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B orn in Auburn, N. Y., in 1877, or, as he 
recalls, "the year after Noah landed his 
Ark,” Major Goss L. Stryker is an altogether 
remarkable and charming man. Vital, interested, 
and interesting, the Major has been good to 
himself—and the years have been good to him. 

There is a disarming air of wit and personal 
charm about the man, particularly if one should 
happen to be aware that he spent 18 years as 
both enlisted man and officer in the United 
States Cavalry. Somehow, one cannot visualize 
the Majors ever being a rough-talking, hard- 
living devil-to-pay-on pay day horse soldier as 
depicted on film by a John Wayne or a Victor 
McLaughlin. Only the galluses and sweaty brow- 
bands are real, he might add. 

He’ll pull you up short, pointing out that 
the image of the horse soldier charaaerized 
by such stars of the screen as Wayne and 
company are figments, pure and simple. 

The squire of Brooke’s Cross Farm has a re¬ 
markably sunny outlook and vital interest for 
one of his years. He has made a point of being 
where the cause of the Thoroughbred is best 
to be served. And to this end he has spent the 
last 27 years as both secretary and treasurer 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. 

Sharp as hard cider and still up to a day’s 
work in the saddle of a tractor, the Major mid- 
wifed the birth of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association in 1929. He has been a director of 
the association since 1933, taking over from 
Charles W. Williams as secretary-treasurer in 
1936. He has seen the Association grow into 
strong manhood and, as the keeper of the purse 
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'I’eddy Roosevelt’s celebrated Rough Riders. 
Wood quickly sized up the merits of the book, 
and received permission from Washington to 
have Stryker’s work adopted as standard op¬ 
erating procedures for the Philippine Islands. 

While stationed at the Fort Riley Mounted 
Service School in 1907-1908, Stryker’s thoughts 
again centered on the continued availability of 
proper cavalry mounts. He became a ’ciraiit 
rider” so to speak, taking his gospel to the 
farmers, urging them to utilize Thoroughbred 
stallions as the base for their breeding stock. 
It was a thread to be woven time and again 
into the fabric of his life. 

After 18 years’ service in the Cavalry, involv¬ 
ing several tours of duty that spanned the period 
from the Spanish-American War to World War 
I, Major Stryker returned home to ’Twin 
Creeks,” Erie County, New York. There, he 
hunted with the Genessee Valley Hunt, serving 
as that pack’s Master for a season. 

Working closely with Algernon Daingerfield, 
the Major served as a parent-by-proxy of the 
New York Breeding Bureau established by The 
Jockey Club. The Breeding Bureau placed qual- 


Davis, of New York, long-time chairman of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunts Association. 

A son of Sir Wilfred—Bohemia, by * Wagner, 
Trojan stood at Springfield 13 seasons before 
his death in February, 1938. 

Sun Circle, br. 1922, by *Sun Briar—♦Con¬ 
ference, by Rock Sand, likewise a tenant in the 
Major’s stud barn, was the property of Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer. He was out of a half-sister to 
Whiskbroom II, and a particular favorite of the 
Major’s, who dearly loved the *Sun Briar strain. 

Major Stryker has registered at least one foal 
in 45 of the 48 years since Accara was dropped 
in 1915. His best horse was Dreel, ch., 1931, 
by Trojan—Blazing Ember, by Campfire, pur¬ 
chased by J. H. (Bud) Stotler for Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt. Dreel was the sixth largest con¬ 
tributor to Vanderbilt’s money-winning cham¬ 
pionship in 1935, when his stable topped the 
nation with 88 wins (37 stakes) and $303,605. 

The only horses on the Vanderbilt roster to 
outrank Dreel in 1935 were Discovery, Good 
Gamble, Identify, Postage Due and Good Har¬ 
vest. That season Dreel won the Narragansett, 
Dartmouth, Salem and Harford Handicaps. 


ity Thoroughbred stallions at the disposal of 
Genessee Valley farmers, and was more or less 
a carryover of the preached principles of horse- 
breeding in Kansas. The Maryland Breeding 
Bureau operated similarly. 

In 1921 Major Stryker settled in Maryland, 
believing the area compared most favorably to 
the climatic conditions he considered ideal for 
the raising of Thoroughbreds. He originally 
took up residence at the old Williams place in 
Long Green Valley, and moved to Springfield 
Farm, Timonium, the following year. 

The Major has been breeding Thoroughbreds 
for close to a half-century. His first broodmare 
was Arcom, a daughter of Armeath—Compas¬ 
sion that was his personal mount at Fort Riley. 
Her first foal, Accara, was dropped in 1915. 

His first stallion was ♦Torrington, which had 
been standing in Southern Maryland. The horse 
was ridden all the way to the Major’s place, 
resting overnight at Rodgers Forge. 

At Springfield the Major had a 277-acre prop¬ 
erty that was "home” to the Futurity winner 
Trojan, Sun Circle and Briarlet. Trojan, winner 
of the 1914 Futurity, was owned by Joseph E. 
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Major Goss L. Stryker.

Another of the Major’s good ones was Tew- 
senelda, queen of the half-milers in her day. 
This daughter of Dorothy Gilpin was a con¬ 
firmed rail-runner, and could wear out a jock’s 
boot in no time at all. 

"Mostly,” the Major says, "they were fun 
horses. Six mares were about tops for me, 
with the average being three or four. Naturally, 
I was limited to what I could afford, but I 
always strived for what ap{>ealed to me in looks, 
meaning, of course, the essential anatomical 
values.” 

One of the most illuminating vignettes in 
his life was a brief visit many years ago with 
Major Daingerfield in Kentucky. "He had 
Ultimus there then, and he said, 'If they are 
any good at all, they come from all different 
families.’ ” 

One remark of Daingerfield’s still stands out 
in Stryker’s memory: never breed to the second 
generation of a fault. 

The Major possesses one of the best-rounded 
insights to the problems of racing and breeding 
available anywhere. In addition to his long 
experience actually handling horses, he spent 
about ten years in track management, including 
the presidency of Laurel Race Course while 
that track was owned by the Butler interests. 

In 1955 Stryker sold Springfield and pur¬ 
chased 365-acre Brooke’s Cross Farm in Bald¬ 
win, Harford County. He has only one brood¬ 
mare—Baldwina—working now, but he does 
have the farmer’s twin double going for him. 
This would be a herd of 110 Milking Short¬ 
horns, the dual purpose milk-beef cattle. 

As for the Maryland-bred Fund, the major 
says he’s "as excited about it as anyone could 
possibly be.” 

He says, "Maryland breeding was largely an 
embryo until a fetus—represented by the 
Maryland-Bred Fund Program—came into be¬ 
ing. The Fund is the greatest stimulus to the 
breeding of good racehorses I’ve seen in years.” 

Its been a long, hard road for all Maryland 
breeders, and they owe no small debt of thanks 
to Major Goss L. Stryker now that the picture 
has brightened.

The l6-year-oId broodmare Portargo suc¬ 
cumbed last month after being stung by a bee 
which she had swallowed. 

Owned in a partnership by Bob Vernic and 
Linky Smith, Portargo was found near death 
in her stall at Mr. Smith’s Cockeysville stable. 

An autopsy performed by Dr. Fred Lewis 
produced the bee, which was still alive. Mr.

The autopsy also revealed an undigested 
pear. It is believed that the bee was inside 
the pear when the mare ate it.

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Practical Care and Veterinary 
Management of Broodmares

The subject of this lecture is ’’Practical Care 
and Veterinary Management of Broodmares.*’ 
Dr. McGee is going to follow with a discussion 
of the foaling of the mare and the care of the 
newborn foal. 

One of the first possibilities of trouble with a 
mare that has just foaled is foal colic, or after- 
pains. I thought for a good many years that this 
would not happen in a first foal, that is, the 
foal of a maiden mare, but any mare that has 
a foal is subject to these after-pains. They are 
pretty intense, and the mare acts very much 
as though she had colic. She will kick at her 
belly, she will roll her upper lip up, she will 
throw her head back, and throw herself down. 
If you aren’t familiar with this you will think 
she IS in such violent pain that she is liable to 
die any instant. It is frightening, the antics that 
she goes through with this pain. But it is not 
really as bad as it looks and usually, in a very 
few moments or a few hours the pain will pass 
off. If you have to do anything about it, a dose 
of sedative colic medicine or a dose of tran¬ 
quilizer usually will quiet the mare down. I 
very rarely give them medicine of any kind at 
all. I make them stay on their feet, keeping them 
up, with a man holding the halter and shaking 
them up a little bit when they start to have a 
pain, trying to make them think of something 
else until the pains wear off. 

One of the things that I have been doing to 
all foaling mares in recent years is the admin¬ 
istration of a gallon of mineral oil to every 
mare the morning after she foals. I started this 
in the first place as a result of having colic in 
mares during the first week after they foaled, 
and I had some pretty bad luck with some of 
these mares. The colic occurred in maiden mares 
as a result of their being so bruised and sore 
inside that they tried to prevent any intestinal 
movement. They tried to prevent defecation 
until they had a pretty solid impaction, the stop¬ 
page of the intestinal tract with fecal matter. 
I wasn’t always able to save these mares. I started 
out the first year on maiden mares only. The 
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morning after a maiden mare foaled, I gave her 
a gallon of mineral oil with a stomach tube. 
This worked so well that the next year I 
started on all the mares and I thought I would 
carry them through until the grass got good. 
After there was grass along late April or first of 
May I stopped it. But we managed to keep away 
from colic in mares that had just foaled, and 
now it is absolutely routine with me. The first 
thing that happens to the mare when I come to 
her stall in the morning after she has foaled is 
to give her a gallon of mineral oil. 

The next consideration is the afterbirth. The 
afterbirth should be passed after 30 or 40 min¬ 
utes, sometimes in just a few minutes. The time 
varies quite a bit. I don’t consider an afterbirth 
as being ’’retained” until the mare has retained 
the placenta for three hours. After three hours I 
consider it a retained placenta. I am very slow 
to remove the afterbirth manually. I depend 
almost entirely on stimulating drugs, pituitary 
extracts, to cause enough contraction to require 
a mare to pass the afterbirth herself. I give 
very small doses of this, usually not more than 
30 or 40 units of POP to start it. If the mare re¬ 
tains it for two hours more, I repeat the dosage 
and keep on. I very rarely remove the afterbirth 
until the next day, and I try not to do it then. 
If it is hard to remove, if it comes away hard 
manually, you are doing more harm than you are 
good, so I still wait on it. When the afterbirth 
is recovered, the weight is taken and recorded 
at once. The average weight will be between 12 
and 14 pounds. They vary in weight, depending 
somewhat on the size of the mare, the size of 
the foal, and how quickly the afterbirth is 
passed. The sooner the mare passes the afterbirth 
after she foals, the greater the weight will be, 
because there will be more fluids retained in it. 
The longer she carries it before passing it, the 
more the fluids will dry out and the lighter it 
will be. The afterbirth is then examined. If you 
have a warm place with a sink where you can 
spread the afterbirth out and can clean up after 
it, that is the best place for an examination. 
If you don’t have such a place, it is all right 
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to Spread it out on the floor. The big point is 
to assure yourself that all of the afterbirth is 
there, that it did not come away leaving a small 
section, maybe no bigger than the palm of your 
hand, attached to the uterus. If you do leave any 
afterbirth in the uterus you will almost invari¬ 
ably have some trouble resulting therefrom. 
Laminitis, or founder, is one of the most com¬ 
mon results. I won’t go into that, because if 
you do have that you will be calling your veteri¬ 
narian to get there quickly. 

We set up rules on the breeding of our foal¬ 
ing mares based on the length of time that the 
placenta is retained and upon the weight of 
the placenta. If a placenta is carried for more 
than three hours, that mare is automatically 
passed, and by passing I mean that she will not 
be bred on her foaling heat. Or if the afterbirth 
weighs more than 14 pounds, again she is set 
down, passed for the first heat period. She 
will not be bred at that time. 

Mares that have been sutured, and cut open 
to foal—and I hope they were cut open before 
the mare foaled—are sewed up at this time. 
Mares that are torn and bruised, are given nec¬ 
essary treatment at this time also. Maiden mares 
invariably are bruised quite extensively when 
having their foal. I make it a hard and fast rule 
that those mares will not be bred in their foal¬ 
ing period. In fact, I don’t even examine those 
mares until they have passed their foaling pe¬ 
riod, if they are bruis^ to any extent at all. 

I have very bad luck in repairing tears in foal¬ 
ing maiden mares. I find that the tissues are so 
soft, so spongy, that ordinari’y you can do no 
surgical repair with any degree of success at 
that time. You have to wait for about 16 or 17 
days until the tissues return to normal suffi¬ 
ciently that they will hold sutures before you 
can repair the damage. 

One of the next things—it doesn’t happen 
very often, but it is very serious when it does— 
is postpartum hemorrhage. Such a mare bleeds 
internally after she foals. Usually this doesnt 
show up for quite some hours after foaling. I 
have seen a mare that was bleeding the instant 
that she foaled; I’ve seen them when they bled 
to death before they foaled because of a rup¬ 
tured vessel; but those are rare occasions. Ordi- 
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narily the mare that bleeds internally does not 
bleed until after she has foaled. 

I have never yet seen a mare that had a post¬ 
partum hemorrhage that had any trouble foal¬ 
ing. The mares that bleed are the mares that 
apparently foal easily and normally. The first 
signs of hemorrhaging you will see is that they 
will be kicking at their belly, showing some 
signs of pain. They will have a worried look 
in their eye. It is an entirely different expression. 
You can see the mare actually is frightened. 
She doesn’t know what is the matter. The pulse 
and temperature are normal, when you first dis¬ 
cover the condition, and then the temperature 
may go up a little bit as the condition pro¬ 
gresses, and the pulse speeds up. Later the pulse 
will drop until it is almost imperceptible, and 
the temperature will become subnormal. During 
this same period the mares usually will sweat. 
They will worry, and as death approaches the 
sweat changes to a cold sweat. When you place 
your hand on the body, especially over the loins, 
the mare feels cold and clammy to your touch. 
The membranes will be almost completely 
blanched out. They will show no color at all. 
By this time the mare will be staggering around 
and it really is dangerous to be in the stall with 
her. It is time to get her foal out of the stall 
because the mare may fall at any time. She is 
not responsible for what she does. Another thing 
I have noted many, many times is that the marc 
will almost always nicker at this point. She puts 
out a call that is different from any other call 
a mare ever makes. And it definitely is fear. 
She’s frightened. She acts as if she knew she was 
going to die and she doesn’t know what it is all 
about. She calls out in fear. 

We used to try to do a lot of things to save 
these mares. Probably we were doing absolutely 
wrong. We were trying to build up the blood 
pressure by either giving them blood transfu¬ 
sion, or the use of salines, or any of the other 
recognized blood replacements. But recently I 
think I am having better luck with these mares 
by keeping them as quiet as I can and doing 
nothing with them at all. I believe I am saving 
more mares than I was when I was working 
with the mares so much trying to save them. 

The second year I was at Claiborne with 
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Mr. Hancock, Sr. we had a run of post-partum 
hemorrhages. We lost more mares than I had 
lost in all of my veterinary experience up to 
that time, and I was pretty badly u|>set about 
it. I went to the old gentleman and talked to him 
about it one day and he said that he didn’t see 
that there was anything much to be excited 
about. In fact he told me a little story. He said: 
‘There is an old adage that men who do not 
go down to the sea in ships never drown in 
the ocean. By the same adage, men who do not 
breed Thoroughbred mares never lose one in 
foaling.” And then he said, ’’Anyway, when a 
man tells me he saved a mare that was bleeding 
from a ruptured uterine artery after parturition. 
I'm sure the doctor made a mistake in his diag¬ 
nosis.” But, regardless of Mr. Hancock’s experi¬ 
ence, they don’t all die. And I believe that 
medicinal treatment is of least importance un¬ 
less it is to keep them quiet with sedatives or 
tranquilizers, and let nature take its course. I 
believe I’m doing better now than when I tried 
so hard. 

If the mare recovers from hemorrhaging she 
has no future bad results from it. The same mare 
will conceive again, and foal normally the next 
year. You don’t have to expect her to repeat 
her performance even though she has bled the 
preceding year. 

Another thing that causes a little worry and 
consternation to the men in the barn, is when 
after a mare foals and the foal is up and trying 
to nurse, the mare has no milk. This can be 
helped sometimes with an injection of pituitary, 
a small injection, which causes the mare to start 
the flow of milk, but ordinarily I have no wor¬ 
ries about that at all. If the foal is strong and 
he wants to nurse, if he is ready, nudging and 
working at the mare’s udder, the stimulation 
that the foal gives the mare has more effect on 
bringing her to her milk than anything else that 
we can do along that line. 

Another disease that mares have after foaling, 
which I doubt if any of you have seen, is 
eclampsia. I’ve been in this nearly 100 years 
now, and I’ve only seen one case of eclampsia. 
But I still think I ought to tell you about it 
because I saw a case. Eclampsia is a metabolic 
upset, a calcium deficiency. It throws the mare 
into convulsions and the convulsions are terrific. 
Nothing, sedatives or anything, seems to over¬ 
come them in the mare. When she is having 
these convulsions she goes on and dies in spite 
of anything you can do about it. 

I don’t like to feed a mare until after she 
f>asses her afterbirth. The same goes for water¬ 
ing. Don’t water the mare until the afterbirth 
comes away. Then we try to take the chill off 
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the first water the mare has. I don’t mean warm 
water, but just not icy water. A foaling mare 
has a lot of exudate, a lot of normal debris that 
is left in the uterus when she foals, and that 
must come away. The best way to do this is 
to get the mare out to exercise early. I like to 
see a mare, as soon as she is taken care of in the 
morning after she is foaled, out in the paddock 
for 10, 15, or 20 minutes, depending on the 
weather conditions. The length of time the mare 
and foal stay in the paddock the first time out is 
determined by the amount of exercise taken 
without excessive running of the foal. We don’t 
want her to stay out until the foal lays down 
on the cold ground. We want to get the mare 
back in the barn before any harm can come to 
the foal. We repeat this in the afternoon; the 
mare is out again for a few minutes. Next day 
she will be out longer, and this is continued 
until she stays out all day in a paddock. We 
make it a rule not to put a mare with other 
foaling mares until her foal is more than nine 
days old or she has gone by the foaling heat 
period. Exercise is all-important to a foaling 
mare, in whether she will clean up and her 
uterus will return to the normal and the mare 
will be ready to breed back. 

Mares during the breeding season are exam¬ 
ined for pregnancy from 40 to 45 days after 
their last breeding. If they are in foal, they are 
left alone as far as examinations are concerned 
from that time on until the fall examination 
comes up. At the end of the breeding season we 
handle the situation a bit differently as we ex¬ 
amine for pregnancy. The breeding season is 
now over and as the mares come up to 40 to 
45 days—the reason I make a little variation in 
here is because I examine maiden mares at 
about 40 days, barren mares at about 42 days, 
and mares that have foaled that spring at 45 
days after their last service—that will be the last 
examination. The breeding is over with, and the 
mares that we find in foal are so marked. The 
mares that are barren are checked as barren. We 
try to keep notes at that time on the condition 
of the uterus, the ovaries, the cervix, the vagina, 
as to whether there has been any damage to 
the vulva that has not been repaired in the 
breeding shed, whether the mare needs to be su¬ 
tured for the first time, whether there are any 
conditions about the vagina that need repair, 
the condition of the cervix, whether the uterus 
has returned to normal, or whether we still have 
a large doughy uterus, the condition of the ova¬ 
ries, whether they are normal or fibrous, wheth¬ 
er they show any signs of follicle formation. 
In other words we report everything that we find 
at that period on a barren mare.

The barren mares are then divided into three 
groups. One group includes the mares that we 
consider absolutely normal, barren but with 
nothing wong with them, the mare with the 
abnormal uterus—and ordinarily that s the mare 
whose uterus just does not return to normal 
from her last foaling, and she just hasn t had 
time enough to come back to an absolutely 
normal genital tract, and on these, time usually 
will take care of it. Another group includes the 
mares that have bad ovaries, fibrous, large or 
cystic, whatever it may be. Then we group the 
mares that by the color of the exudate, of the 
cervix and the vagina make you suspect that 
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they are carrying infections of some type. Those 
mare are cultured either at that time or at the 
first time they come in season. No good can 
come from culturing mares that are not in sea¬ 
son and the cervix open and relaxed, so that 
the loop may go through. 

There are different methods of culturing these 
mares. In some sections of the country they 
insist on culturing with a swab or sterile swab 
of cotton that is inserted through the cervix, 
placed in a sterile tube, and brought to the 
laboratory. There are places where that becomes 
necessary if you are so far from a laboratory 
that they have to be mailed. But if vou can make

your own cultures by streaking an agar slant 
with a platinum loop yourself, you are gaining 
a lot of time and saving a lot of trouble from 
contaminations. If the mares show any infection, 
they are then plated out and the infections are 
identified. If they are not identified, at least 
you can find out what antibiotics or what chem¬ 
icals they are susceptible to, what they are re¬ 
sistant to, and what you can use to clear them 
up. I won’t go into any of the methods of 
treatment. I will leave that up to your veteri¬ 
narian. 

There are two types of speculums that are 
used. This is entirely up to the wishes of the 
veterinarian. Th? Caslick metal speculum has 
been used for many years. It is a small specu¬ 
lum of stainless steel. I like the bovine specu¬ 
lum which is just a cylinder of glass. Since 
there are so many mares with a sutured vulva, 
I find that I do less damage to the mares by 
using a small cylinder, and I can do just as good 
a job of examining and culturing. 

As we examine a mare at this time we ex¬ 
amine the condition of the vulva as to whether 
or not suturing, the Caslick operation, is indi¬ 
cated. There are several types of conformation 
that enter into this and determine to a great 
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extent whether the mare should be sutured. 
The normal mare has a vulva which is almost 
perpendicular. The opening is almost perpen¬ 
dicular with the ground. The lips are thick and 
come together tightly. That type of mare nor¬ 
mally requires nothing. This is as near a perfea 
vulva as a mare can have. The next type is the 
mare that slopes just a little bit. The line from 
the anus to the lower commissure of the vulva 
is at an angle, and there is a tendency for these 
mares to have a thinner, looser lip. A high per¬ 
centage of these mares will suck air and will 
need to be sutured. Then there is the type 
wherein the top of the vulva is vertical and 
the lower portion of the vulva slopes forward. 
These are awfully hard vulvas to do anything 
with. I mean, they just do not improve with 
any sort of repair. The last type, and the one 
that causes the most trouble, is usually found 
in older mares, mares that have had many foals. 
The vulva presents a regular table from the 
anus out to the posterior part of the pelvis, 
where it is absolutely flat and then drops off. 
The lips are thin, and there is great tendency 
for fecal matter and all sorts of debris to drop 
into the vulva and be carried forward to and 
into the cervix. I won’t go into the Caslick

operation itself. It consists of suturing the lips 
of the vulva together, closing the opening down 
to the bottom of the floor of the pelvis so the 
natural opening is covered at all times. 

The types of infection that are most common¬ 
ly found in broodmares are staphyloccoccus and 
E. Coli. When I find staph I am usually of the 
opinion that it is a contaminate that merely got 
in there. With E. Coli present in the uterus I 
am sure it is the result of wind-sucking, because 
it is a fecal organism, and as feces drop on the 
vulva the organism is carried forward into the 
genital tract. 

Pseudomonas can be very, very stubborn at 
times. After the organisms have been identified 
through culturing and the treatment decided 
u|x)n, the veterinarian will then go on with his 
treatment for tlie infections. 

The uterus normally will take care of itself. 
If it is too slow coming back to normal, some 
treatment will have to given, but I will leave 
that up to your veterinarian. 

After the barren mares have been examined 
and classified, we set up a list of mares we 
consider to be doubtful. These are mares with 
a bad uterus, mares left with bad ovaries, or 
mares that have non-functioning ovaries. They 
.seem to be absolutely normal but at each exam¬ 
ination they are just dead. There is no reaction 


of any kind. We set those mares up along with 
the other mares that we find nothing wrong with 
but which have bad breeding histories, to work 
on after the first of the year, trying to get them 
ready to breed at the beginning of the breeding 
season. 

As far as possible, the examination and treat¬ 
ment of the genital tract of the barren mare is 
completed before cold weather. The steam that 
fills the speculum when the cold air hits the 
warm moist vagina interferes with visibility and 
practically eliminates examination. While this 
situation does not exist in our warmer climates, 
it is still important to have all necessary exam¬ 
inations and treatment over with as early as 
possible that the genital tract may rest, free of 
interference, for a rea.sonable time before the 
next breeding season. 

The mares are checked at this time also for 
flesh, whether they are too fat or too thin, for 
their thriftiness, the condition of the coat, and 
their teeth. We may have some mares with 
sharp teeth that need dressing. We might even 
have a mare with a diseased tooth; it might have 
to be removed. All of these things should be 
taken care of in the fall, while the mare is bar¬ 
ren. If you find these conditions in a mare in 
foal, you hesitate to do anything much to her 
while she is carrying her foal.

Another thing that should be done at this 
time is to check the mares for anemia. Often¬ 
times a mare that you are sure is in pretty 
good health will have a pretty low red cell value. 
If it is really bad it would be wise to have a 
differential and a blood chemistry made and find 
out exactly what is wrong and try to take care 
of it at that time. 

Feeding is entirely a question of trial and 
error. You should feed according to the needs 
of the individual mare. There are no rules. 
There is nothing to go by except that one mare 
may need 8 quarts of oats, and the next mare 
1, and the next mare might need 12 quarts 
of oats to keep her up in condition. It depends 
entirely upon that individual. And she requires 
whatever it takes to do it. 

Exercise is all-important. Most mares will 
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take enough exercise just in the pasture, but if 
you have problem mares it is always well to try 
and have them ridden from the fall on into the 
next breeding season if it can be done. Years 
ago it wasn’t so hard to do this, because horses 
were used in the routine work that is now done 
entirely by motors. We used to be able to give 
a man a barren mare to ride 10 or 15 miles a 
day. And that is the type of riding these kind 
of mares need. In my humble opinion, more 
harm than good comes from putting a jockey 
on a mare and galloping her for 12 minutes 
and then bringing her back to the barn. The 
type of exercise that these barren mares need is 
couple of hours a day of slow work, all of it 
slow work. They need to get tired without any 
excitement at all; walk, trot, a small amount of 
gallop, or probably better, canter and no gallop. 
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It is now the fall of the year and weaning 
time is upon us. In weaning, if your place is 
big enough, it is always wise to separate the 
mares and foals far enough that they can’t hear 
each other. It doesn’t matter whether you take 
the mares away from the foals or whether you 
take the foals away from the mares, if they can 
go sufficient distance that they don’t hear one 
another. The mares usually put up no fuss at all 
about their foals being taken away. We try to 
make it routine to turn the mares out just as 
soon as the foals from that barn have all cleared 
the area. It is surprising how quickly they settle 
down and start to graze. They don’t seem to 
miss their babies at all. In fact, most of them 
seem to be glad to be rid of them. The mares 
are left out the first night and a man goes 
through the field and checks to see if any of 
them have a really tight bag. A mare with a 
swollen bag late that afternoon is milked. They 
are all put up the next morning and milked. We 
use camphorated oil to keep the bag soft and 
keep it from chapping. In milking these mares, 
don’t overdo it. It isn’t a question of milking 
them out cl^an. You are not trying to get milk. 
You are trying to dry the mare up. I have seen 
mares that would still be milking when they 
came in to foal the next spring. Milk the mare 
just enough to keep from getting into any trou¬ 
ble. Don’t take all the milk out of her bag. Just 
bring it down to where it is soft and pliable 
and leave it like that and keep on checking it. 

You will have some cases of mastitis. I am 
afraid we are getting more of it every year. I 
think there are one or two more cases every 
year than we had the year before. Mastitis is 
almost always an infection and I don’t believe it 
has any bearing at all on the way the mares have 
been dried up following the weaning of their 
foals. In fact, I have seen quite a few cases of 
mastitis in barren mares that had not given milk 
for over a year. 

After the weaning is over with and every¬ 
thing is pretty well set down, we examine all 
the mares for pregnancy again. This is the last 
examination. In order to make things easier for 
myself, I start examining mares in the latter 
part of the spring, examining every mare that 
has gone 110 days or more from her last breed¬ 
ing, and record that as a last examination. By 
doing that I don’t have quite so many mares to 
examine on the same day when it comes to the 
grand finale of the examination for the last 
routine. We assume that a mare that is in foal 
at 110 days will not able to abort without show¬ 
ing some physical signs, enough that you will 
suspea her. That isn’t always true, because two 
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mares have aborted this fall on me that were 
in foal 110 days and nobcxly saw a sign out of 
them at all, until they were showing signs of 
being in season. When they were checked they 
were barren. 

After this last pregnancy check is completed, 
the lists are made up for the stabling of the 
mares for winter. As far as possible the mares 
are stabled in the chronological dates of their 
expected foaling. However, you can’t stay abso¬ 
lutely in line with that for several reasons. When 
you have a large number of boarding mares at 
a farm, the owner is considered as to where his 
mares are and how they are stabled. For instance, 
it is not outside the realm of possibility that 
a man with 20 mares would have five or six 
mares that would be due to foal on the same 
date at one barn. It is wise to keep those mares 
spread out, to push one mare up, and push an¬ 
other mare back, to try to keep the man’s mares 
spread out, so he doesn’t have too many of his 
foaling mares in one barn. The same thing holds 
true with the more valuable sires, and valuable 
mares, regardless of who the owner may be. We 
try not to have too many of these mares in the 
same barn. The reason for this is ft) spread the 
hazard out for any individual owner. So that 
if fire or infection, or whatever hits a barn, one 
owner isn’t going to take all of the loss, and 
some other owner be scot free. 

Broodmare barns usually have 12 to 15 stalls. 
We try to spread the mares of one client as far 
as practical, and regardless of ownership we 
attempt to spread valuable mares and mares in 
foal to top stallions as far as possible. 

At this time of year the maiden mares usu¬ 
ally start arriving from the track. They might be 
2-year-olds that they have decided are not going 
to make it at the races. They may be 3-year-olds 
that are breaking down, or they may be older 
mares that are really through with their racing. 
They start drifting into the farm from the first 
of November until late in the breeding season. 
Many owners that I have talked to are of the 
opinion that these mares, tight and hard and 
just out of training, are more likely to conceive 
from the first breeding than other mares. I can’t 
go along with this theory. In my own experi¬ 
ence, mares that come to the farm at this time 
of the year and are allowed to let down gradu¬ 
ally and start to put on weight and are calm, 
thrifty, and doing well at the beginning of the 
breeding season are the mares that do best in 
the breeding shed. 

Condition on arrival must be considered and 
we must also consider anemia at this time. Some 
of these maiden mares are pretty well pulled 
down. Their feeding and exercise is based on the

individual needs of each animal. There are no 
set rules. Feed them whatever they require, and 
most of them take plenty of exercise in the 
pasture. All of these mares are turned out in the 
day time and stabled at night. They usually get 
plenty of exercise and have hay at night and 
whatever grain is required. 

Some owners don’t believe in the examination 
of barren mares at all. They assume that they 
are clean, pure, and normal by the fact that 
they are maidens. I think this is a mistake. I 
think that such mares should be examined. They 
should have a rectal examination to assure you 
that the genital tract is fully developed for the 
mare’s age and size. The thing that you find 
most, although it is rare, is infantile genitals. 
Last year, the fall of 1961, we had three maid¬ 
en mares with infantile genitals. The uterus does 
not grow; it stays infantile. The ovaries are 
sometimes no larger than a bean. I’ve seen the 
horns of the uterus so small that they were hard 
to detect; they were not much bigger than a lead 
pencil. 

When you examine such a mare with a specu¬ 
lum, the vagina and the cervix usually appear 
normal. Therefore it is necessary to make a rec¬ 
tal examination to find infantile ovaries. I’ve had 
cases where a mare in this condition would 
come in season and would accept the horse, and 


I could never understand wjiy. I asked Dr. Mc¬ 
Gee to examine a mare with me some years 
ago that was like this. I just couldn’t believe 
it. This mare would show an estrus period, not 
a normal one but she would at least show, and 
accept the horse. 

Something can be done, the veterinarian can 
give you some help on these infantile genitals, 
but you must start early. It won’t do any good 
to wait until the breeding season is half over 
and then try to do something about it. 

One of the other things that you find on 
vaginal inspection or examination is the im¬ 
perforate hymen. Normally the hymen has a 
small perforation or hole through it and is a 
very thin membrane, closing off and making 
a partition between the vulva and the vagina. 
Normally this tears very easily and is of no 
moment whatsoever. On the other hand, at 
times it is very hard, tough membrane and if 
you try to breed a young mare with this you 
get into quite a bit of embarrassment. If the 
mare objects, if it is painful, there will be a lot 
of blood, and no good will come from it. But 
if that is found and taken care of before the 
mare comes to the breeding shed, surgical inter¬ 
vention will take care of this very nicely, and 
no bad results come from it in any way at all. 

Most stallion owners require a breeding 
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health certificate for all mares presented to their 
stallions. Maiden mares ordinarily require no 
certificate. Again it is assumed that if the mare 
is a maiden she is free from infection and is 
free from pathology and everything is normal. 
As a result they do not require a certificate 
as to the soundness for breeding. On a foaling 
mare they accept that fact that the mare is 
nursing a foal as proof of her normal breeding 
condition. I think they are stretching a point 
a bit there, but at any rate they do accept her. 
On barren mares a health certificate is a must. 
You have to send a certificate with your mare 
when she is presented for breeding, a certificate, 
stating that the mare is free from genital infec¬ 
tion and is sound for breeding. 

On the problem mares that we listed it is 
well to start in about the first of January witn 
routine examinations on them in an effort to 
find out whether they are functioning normally. 
There will be some mares that you left on your 
list that you didn’t think required treatment of 
the uterus, but they will now have to be treated 
since the uterus has not returned completely to 
normal after the long rest. Mares with non¬ 
functioning ovaries should be started on some 
sort of treatment. At least weekly examinations 
should be made on these mares to find out 
whether there is any follicle formation. Some¬ 
times it is well with mares with a bad history, 
mares which you have had trouble with before, 
to attempt to stimulate the follicle function of 
these animals to bring them into a normal 
functioning condition. This of course will have 
to be done by the veterinarian. If the first 
routine speculum examination shows a mare 
to be in a normal period, the cervix is in satis¬ 
factory condition, and she has a follicle on one 
ovary, she is stricken off your list as being a 
normal mare, and you are through with her. 
You depend entirely on her teasing for breed¬ 
ing the rest of that year. The other mares you 
continue with until you have them ready to 
breed. 

The next phase of our broodmare work is 
the teasing of the mare. I believe that the man 
who handles the teaser and records the teasing 
results is probably the most important man in 
this entire shuffle. His opinions and his work 
probably have more to do with a good per¬ 
centage of conception than any other single 
man on the farm. There are different methods 
of teasing. Some people call the male horse 
that is used to give the mare a chance to tell 
you whether she will or will not accept the 
stallion a trial horse, instead of a teaser. Teasing 
is the most common term used, and it is done 
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*Blenheim II blood since mares are 
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in different ways. Some farms bring the teaser 
to the mare’s stall door. The door is thrown 
open and the stallion puts his head in the door 
and gives the mare a chance to declare herself. 
She does this by coming to him or showing him 
her heels, depending on her feelings. Another 
method is to bring each mare out to a teasing 
bar. The mare is put on one side of a solid 
panel of fence and the trial horse is kept on the 
other side, to protect the horse from the mare 
and she is teased in that manner. If a mare 
is questionable, it is a pretty good idea to take 
her out of her stall, out into the driveway of 
the barn or on suitable ground, and let the 
teaser mount her. If the mare will stand for 
the teaser mounting her, you can rest assured 
she will accept the stallion when she goes to 
the breeding shed. 

At other farms they either ride or lead the 
teaser through the pasture where the mares are. 
They depend on the mares declaring themselves 
by coming to the teaser, or fighting the teaser, 
whichever way it may be. Some years ago I 
was on duty at Front Royal, Va., and I was 
riding the teaser through the broodmare band 
myself. The commanding officer caught me at 
this and he gave me a pretty good bawling 
out. I told him, "You don’t have to worry about 
me, I won’t get hurt.” He said, "I don’t give a 
hoot if you are killed. What Fm afraid of is 
that teaser will throw you off and serve a mare 
before you can catch him again.” 

In the teasing we have almost everything. 

I think Dr. McGee has told us that the only 
consistent thing about a mare in her estrus 
cycles is the inconsistency that she shows. 
And she is really inconsistent. We have the 
anestrus mare, the mare that will not show at 
all. She doesn’t show to the male horse at any 
time or under any circumstances. We have the 
mare with the long estrus; she is in season 
every time the stallion approaches her. Then 
the short estrus, the mare that is in heat today, 


out tomorrow, and back in heat the next day. 
There isn’t much you can do about these mares 
except depend on speculum examination. Most 
of these mares are lying to you. They say Yes 
to the trial horse when they are not in heat; 
they say No to him when they are in heat; 
and the only way the error can be straightened 
out is by use of the speculum. 

I recall a statement that Dr. Charlie Hagyard 
made a good many years ago about determining 
whether a mare was sound for breeding, whether 
she was right. He said that when you are 
working with a dystocia case in the foaling 
barn, you can lay your troubles at the door of 
the veterinarian who said the mare was ready 
to breed last year. That is pretty hard to take, 
but I am afraid he was absolutely right. By 
examination with a speculum, a veterinarian 
can determine whether these mares are in heat 
or whether they are definitely not in heat. 
You can’t depend on what they tell you them¬ 
selves. 

The most important thing in the whole 
breeding setup is the determination of the time 
to breed these mares. First, whether we should 
consider a foaling mare in the foaling heat. That 
is commonly called the ninth-day or the nine- 
day breeding. It is probably a misnomer. No 
more mares are in heat on the ninth day than 
at any other time. It shouldn’t be called the 
ninth-day breeding; it should be called the 
foaling heat. If I couldn’t examine such mares 
and be sure that they were right, I would make 
it an absolute routine to pass all mares on their 
foaling heat. I wouldn’t breed any mare at that 
time unless she had been examined and called 
OK by the veterinarian. In my own work, if a 
mare foals in February, I’m awfully tough on 
her. When I examine her on the 6th or 7th 
or 8th day after foaling, that mare has to be 
absolutely perfect. She has to have recovered 
from foaling and be absolutely back to normal 
or I don’t think she is fit to breed, so I pass 
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that mare on her foaling heat. As time goes on 
and it gets to be the last of May, I find that my 
sights have changed a lot where there is only 
to be one more chance to breed a mare. If 1 
am sure that breeding her is not going to do 
her any harm, we send the mare to the stallion 
and hope that she will get in foal. However, 
I am not so sure that we are doing ourselves 
any good by doing that, because our records 
show that of the early abortions that occur, 
the highest percentage of them are in mares 
that conceive on the foaling heat. In other 
words, the mare conceived when the uterus 
had not recovered sufficiently to complete an¬ 
other pregnancy. 

The time of breeding is pretty much a ques¬ 
tion of choice. I think that maiden mares should 
be held off, especially if they are young. At 
least, I don’t think any good comes from breed¬ 
ing maiden mares before the first of April. 
On the other hand if you have an older maiden, 
five or six years old, and if the follicle is on her 
ovary and it is right, if the egg is ready to drop, 
and the cervix is relaxed and has the color of 
an American beauty rose, and the mare is in 
perfect heat, I think she has a perfect chance of 
conception regardless of whether it is Novem¬ 
ber, December, or February. I don’t think the 
time of year enters into it at all. However, 
with maiden mares out of racing I think we do 
do well to give them more time to settle and 
grow before they start breeding. 

Another thing on the condition of the 
mare: mares that are improving in condition 
are much better subjects for pregnancy than a 
mare that is very fat or a mare that is at a 
standstill. The mare that is shedding her hair 
and is putting on weight, and showing thrifti¬ 
ness and beginning to bloom, is the mare that 
conceives most readily. With barren mares, the 
same thing applies. I don’t think it makes any 
difference when you breed a mare if she is 
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ready. Most of our breeders say that no good 
can come from breeding a mare until she is 
shedding her winter coat. I will go along with 
what Dr. McGee said about stallions this morn¬ 
ing—that there is no question but that mares 
do better at the tail end of the breeding season. 
After mares have been out of doors and been 
having some warm rains on their backs, staying 
out all night and the grass is fresh and short, 
very lush, those mares apparently improve in 
their hormone balance and they do better. It 
shows every year. We breed and breed in Feb¬ 
ruary, and we breed and breed in March, and 
the greatest number of the mares get in foal 
in May, because we still have the greatest num¬ 
ber of mares foaling in April. To quote my 
dear friend Mr. Hancock again, he came out 
with a very apt observation one day to me. 
He said he had always observed that these 
mares always got in foal from their last service. 

Mares that are passed up in the foaling heat 
sometimes cause you some grief, but I don’t 
know that it is much worse than any of the 
other kinds of grief. Breeders think that such 
mares fail to come back in heat again. It is true 
that many mares that show on the 9th day, 
or in the foaling heat, as we should have said, 
whether they are bred, or whether they are not 
bred, they still have a tendency not to show in 
the next heat period. With mares that you 
know anything about, if you have any breeding 
history of them, it is wise to start in on them 
around the 25 th day after foaling and start 
examining them with the speculum until you 
find them in heat. Then determine the condi¬ 
tion of the follicle and breed them on the 
combination of three factors. It is absolutely 
essential that you must have all three things 
if there is to be any hope of the mare conceiv¬ 
ing. 1. There must be a follicle. 2. The follicle 
must be mature, ripe as you might say, so that 
the follicle is ready to rupture and drop the

egg. 3. The cervix must be relaxed and open 
and the mare must be in a receptive mood so 
that she will accept the stallion. Without all 
three of these gauges in perfect accord there is 
no good at all from breeding the mare. And 
after all these conditions have been met, when 
all these hazards have been surmounted, then 
we have other hazards over which we have 
no control at all. The system is very bad, but 
I don’t know how to improve on it. 

When the follicle rupmres the fluids sur¬ 
rounding the follicle are supposed to carry the 
egg down over the wall of the ovary and drop 
it into a little funnel-shaped apparatus that 
leads to the Fallopian tube which carries the 
egg into the uterus. If conception is to occur, 
the spermatozoa must be there in the Fallopian 
tube waiting for the egg when it comes down. 
The egg lives only about six hours, at best. 
They tell us that the spermatozoa live from 
four to six days. In my own work I have not 
been able to verify this. But we know that the 
male sperm do live quite some time because 
of the conceptions that cKCur from mares that 
have been bred in different stages of the heat 
period. We have no way of knowing when we 
breed a mare whether the egg is going to drop 
into the Fallopian tube or whether it is going 
to drop freely into the abdominal cavity and 


be lost. And we don’t know whether the 
spermatozoa was able to make its way up the 
Fallopian tube to meet the egg if the egg 
dropped. So it’s surprising that so many mares 
get in foal, all things considered. In the breed¬ 
ing shed we try to practice breeding hygiene. 
The stallion’s genitals are washed with soap 
and water before they come to the breeding 
shed. The mare is again given a chance to 
declare herself at the breeding shed; she is 
teased once more, given a chance to show. We 
like to have the mare empty her bladder before 
she comes into the breeding shed. After the 
men with the teaser have declared that the 
mare is ready, her tail is bandaged and her 
external genitals and buttocks are washed with 
soap and water, then washed off with clear 
water, and she is brought to the breeding shed. 
The stallion is again washed with clear warm 
water to remove all traces of antiseptic and 
soap that may adhere to his genitals before 
the service is allowed to take place. 

The impregnation of mares is a question of 
choice. It is practiced universally. TTiere are a 
few breeders who do not wish their mares to 
be impregnated. Some farms are rabidly against 
it. I wouldn’t be able to arrive at any percentage 
of increase in conception that would come from 
impregnation, but since I am convinced that 
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Lock Up has staried three times and placed.

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no harm results from artificial impregnation 
I see no reason why we should not do it. The 
only way that you could know whether a mare 
needed an assist would be to examine her after 
she was bred. If you examine her and then find 
out that she needs impregnation ordinarily you 
would not be ready to impregnate her. So we 
make it routine to collect semen from every 
stallion, and if the mare is to be impregnated 
it is done in one operation. Very rarely, how¬ 
ever, do you find a mare that you feel actually 
needed impregnation. 

We are almost around the circle now. The 
mares have been bred, and we start immediately 
with our early examination for pregnancy, be¬ 
ginning in 40 to 45 days. The reason is not to 
find the mares that are in foal. We don’t care 
about that. The reason we examine for early 
pregnancy is to find the mare that is not in foal. 
And then perhaps something can be done about 
it. If a mare is barren we can at least try to 
find why she did not conceive. My personal 
feeling is that most of the mares that have been 
showing normal periods all through the breed¬ 
ing season, and then stop, and you find them 
empty at 45 days, I believe that a high per¬ 
centage of these have been in foal and have 
aborted and are back in season again. If they 
fail to come back in heat it is the same pro- 
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cedure again. The veterinarian’s headache to 
get such a mare back to the stallion, to get her 
back ready to breed with a normal follicle, a 
normal vagina, and with the right mental atti¬ 
tude again. It seems to me as though the num¬ 
ber of mares with spurious conceptions is in¬ 
creasing. When my contemporaries used to tell 
me about spurious conceptions some years ago, 
I used to be sort of flip about it and say, 'T 
also have barren mares.” But it seems now that 
every year I meet up with more cases of 
spurious conception, which is a term that Dr. 
Charlie Hagyard coined. I don’t know how to 
define it. Dr. Howard White was taking his 
state board examination here in Kentucky and 
he was asked, "What is a spurious conception?" 
Howard answered the question, "It is a preg¬ 
nancy that ain t. I don’t know whether they 
gave him any credit or not, but that pretty well 
describes what a spurious conception is. You 
will find a mare with an absolutely sealed cer¬ 
vix. She looks pregnant with the speculum, and 
has a tense, normal-feeling uterus. It is quite 
possible that you will have a pretty well- 
formed follicle on one ovary, and still this 
mare is barren. The decision has to be made 
then as to what you are going to do to bring 
her back in heat. If the follicle is there, and 
I think everything is normal, I like to bring 
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such a mare back by the instillation of warm 
saline solution into the uterus, because when 
she comes into normal estrus, the follicle ordi¬ 
narily develops to normal maturity and there is 
a chance of conception on the next service. 

On the other hand if there is no sign of life 
at all, if it is just an anestnis mare, I usually 
resort to the use of Stilbestrol in massive doses 
and shock the mare’s full hormone system 
enough to bring her into season. While this 
would be a false period, normally those mares 
will come back into a normal period from 5 
to 10 or 15 days, after that, and you will have 
a chance at them again in a normal period, 
unless it is too close to the end of the season. 

Let me backtrack a moment to say something 
about barren mares that show infections, when¬ 
ever it is E. coli or staph. I feel pretty certain 
that these mares need to have the vulva 
sutured. If they are already sutured, I examine 
them pretty closely to see if they need a little 
lower suturing, a little more closure of the lips 
of the vulva. 

Abortions are probably most commonly 
caused by infections. Abortions by infections 
are from hemolytic strep. E. coli causes a few, 
salmonella rarely, and virus quite a few. Still 
the greatest part of abortions are from un¬ 
known causes. I think I stated a moment ago 
that the greatest number of abortions occur in 
mares which conceived during their foaling 
heat. The greatest number of abortions occur 
in those mares without any known cause. Abor¬ 
tion as the result of injury is, I think, very rare. 
Mares take terrible falls and terrible kicks. I’ve 
seen so many things happen to them, terrible 
wrecks in trailers and trucks. They seem to sur¬ 
vive almost all of these things. I believe that an 
abortion as a result of a direct injury is a very, 
very rare thing. 

Then we have to go back to the imponder¬ 
ables, the things that we don’t know anything 
about. Often an abortion occurs from an un¬ 
known cause when perhaps it is because the 
pregnancy started from an imperfect egg to 
begin with. Or the spermatozoa that impreg¬ 
nated the egg was imperfect. That is something 
that we know nothing about, and so far our 
researchers have not been able to even touch 
it. We do know that we can have an endocrine 
imbalance that will cause abortions, or rather 
the abortion results as a result of an endocrine 
imbalance. It is all a question of trial and error, 
and what we do in hormone treatment is in 
hope that something good will come, and that 
we are not doing any harm. I am ashamed to 
say that I use endocrines quite extensively and 
1 don’t know what I’m doing when I use them.

For my wife and me, getting to Fair Hill, 
which is in the North-East corner of our 
State, was half of the fun. We left in plenty 
of time and arrived a half hour or so before 
the appointed time for the Press luncheon, 
and some two hours prior to the first race 
which went off at 2:30 P.M. 

The results of the races at Fair Hill were 
published a long time ago, so I won’t go into 
that end of the two-Saturday affair. Having 
spent some time in the past in the Wilmington, 
Del., area I gave up a long time ago trying to 
remember which duPont built what. Suffice it 
to say that the Fair Hill course was built by 
one of the duPonts (Ed’s note: William, Jr.) 
about thirty years ago, and seemed to me (no 
matter how 1 looked at it) as if the entire lay- 
(xit had been transplanted from some English 
countryside. 

There are no great masses of white-lined 
parking areas. You simply park on the grounds 
behind the stands. The pari-mutuel betting is 
housed in a weathered frame one-story building 
that is completely circumvented by a wide over¬ 
hanging roof. The odds board is located atop 
the building, and all of the information on the 
board was the responsibility of a man wearing 
a pair of World War II earphones and wielding 
a piece of chalk and an eraser. 

Not far from the betting house were the 
stables, and they, along with most of the other 
wotxlen buildings, were a charmingly faded 
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Jack L. Dewell

blue-green color that added a distinct flavor to 
the entire area. Unlike so many flat track racing 
areas, at Fair Hill the spectator is not cut off 
from the stables or the paddock areas. It was 
quite the opposite. The areas were overrun 
with spectators who joyciisly mixed with the 
owners, riders, trainers, and various officials. 
The whole day, because of the soft, warm, 
friendliness of Fair Hill, was one of calm ex¬ 
citement. 

The paddock was closed off by a snow fence 
and had, at one end of the area, small stalls 
where the horses were saddled and the jockeys 
received their last minute instructions from 
trainers. 

The stands for viewing the course were of 
two types, both in the open. One section was 
the old fashioned bleacher type, and the other 
was a stone and concrete bleacher type that 
also held the box seats, press and officials’ boxes. 

The course itself looked like a transplant 
from England. The fences in one area were post 
and rail and board. But in front of the stands 
the jumps were beautifully kept hedges cut 
with a high column of hedge on both sides of 
a neatly trimmed jump. The view from the 
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stands was exceptional. Miles of country, trees, 
hedges and fences came alive as race after race 
unfolded at Fair Hill—a place which is most 
aptly named. 

On one of many trips back and forth to the 
stables, I had the good fortune to engage in 
conversation with a man who looked to be all 
of 90 years old. He recalled that he’d been 
coming to Fair Hill since it had been built. 
He also said that Mr. duPont won the first 
race on the course and that he thought it was 
a real nice thing to happen since he’d put so 
darn much money into building the place. As 
he shuffled away from me, I couldn’t help but 
wonder if he would survive to see another day, 
but he stopped a few feet away, turned slowly, 
and said: *'I’ll see you next year, young man.” 
And I bet he will.

younger. 

The Manor consists of a very large area, but 
its center of attraction is the old and elegant 
red brick St. James church. Some church 
grounds are surrounded by acres of macadam 
in deference to the machine age church-goer. 
Others have given over their grounds to brand 
new building additions, huge play areas for the 
children, baseball diamonds and football fields. 
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St. James has not forgotten its children or 
the play areas. To the west of the church 
building is the Parish House which has within 
it the Parish Day School. Behind the Parish 
House are tennis courts and the playground. 
All of this is different from the usual church- 
school combination that one usually sees. Some¬ 
how everything fits so perfectly with the old- 
world charm of the church itself. High on the 
hill it sits as if to guard entrance to the manor 
from the infringement of modern life. There 
is, instead of a football field or baseball dia¬ 
mond, a near perfect horse show arena that 
covers the rolling green church grounds. I 
didn’t say show grounds, because this is actually 
a terraced arena unlike any other horse show 
area in the country that I have seen. 

The east grounds are on three levels. The 
first level is the parking area and spectator 
viewing area, and it sits fifteen or twenty feet 
above the show ring which is on the second 
level. Beyond the ring level the ground drops 
again and flattens out to the area used for the 
outside course. This outside area is dotted with 
post and rail, board, and log fences. A spectator 
can watch the action on the first level in the 
ring, and the action on the outside course 
simultaneously, and when both courses are in 
use at the same time, the view is spectacular! 

This August 2nd and 3rd the annual summer 
horse and pony show was held on the church 
grounds. The same coughing sickness which 
cut down the spring timber race entrants still 
seemed to be hanging around, and it reduced 
the field somewhat for the show. Nonetheless, 
the show was a good one. Near perfect weather 
and the enthusiasm of the entrants kept the 
action hot and the pressure on. 

On Friday the pony and Junior end of the 
two-day affair took place, and Windsor Guard 
Farms’ King’s Gem was large hunting pony 
champion. The small hunting pony champion 
was Linky Smith’s smooth Little Charm. Marty 
Mechling’s Pinafore took the Junior Hunter 
Championship, and Misty Eye carried off the 
Medium Hunter Championship for Ann Reid. 

On Saturday, the senior riders took over for 
twenty classes. Crab Tree Creek, one of the 
Zim’s Ranch entries rolled up a nice record with 
a first in Classes 22 and 25, a fifth place in 
Classes 28 and 35, and a fourth in Class 32 
(knock down and out). These performances 
gave Crab Tree Creek the reserve championship 
in the Jumper Champion division. 

The Windsor Guard Farms’ Happy Briar 
t(X)k both the regular conformation hunter, and 
the regular working hunter championships with 
firsts in Classes 26, 27, 37, and 40; second in 

October, 1963 


Classes 31 and 34; and a third in Class 36. 

Imalock, owned by Pat Gorrell was the Green 
Hunter Champion. I tried to say good-bye to 
all of them before they were packed up, but 
1 only got around to a few—^Tom Turkey, 
Car 54, Gambler’s Gift, Silver Wampum, 
Docile Fossil, and Hold the Phone, to name 
a few. 

I wanted to ask them personally where they 
had gotten such strange names, but none of 
them would talk.
